The Risks Of Our System Of Government 


Eugene Black, Senator Fulbright, and so on 
No one 
had a lead because the Candidate had enough trouble 
to get him self elected and if he runs true to form , he 
has m ade no com m itm ents and no prom ises, particu­ 
larly as to Cabinet posts. 


It will be possible to hav e a fairly clear picture 
of the nature and structure of the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration after he has announced his appointm ents of 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of Defense and 
the Secretary of the T reasury. 
If. for instance, he 
appoints a weak Secretary of State, it will be 
obv ious that Kennedy, 
as President, 
m eans 
to 
m anage his own foreign affairs. 
Roosev elt had 
Cordell Hull as his Secretary of State because he 
w anted to handle these problem s him self. President 
Trum an had a strong m an in office, Dean .Acheson. 
President Eisenhower had a strong m an in John 
F oster Dulles and a weak m an in C hristian H erter. 
Dulles rap the State D epartm ent as though the 
President did not exist. 
Acheson accepted more 
attacks than 
any Secretary of State in 
m any 
decades; he would today be welcomed by many of 
those who attacked him . 
If the President m eans to conduct his own foreign 


policy, nothing can stop him . 
The Secretary of State 
then becom es the head technician of a bureaucracy 
with v ery little initiativ e. 
In the days of John Hay. 
Eiihu Root and C harles E v ans Hughes, this m ade little 
difference. 
The bureaucracy was sm all and controlled 
by patriotic m otiv es and a Secretary could depend upon 
his subordinates. 
Today, the State D epartm ent is a v ast bureaucratic 
organization where it is possible for Deskmen to form 
policy as a result of day-by-day operations 
We lost 
Cuba because of im proprieties down on the Desk lev el 
in the Slate D epartm ent. 
By the tim e that a weak 
Secretary of State or a strong President can recognize 
w hat has been done, the United States is faced by a 
m iserable fait accom pli. 
T hat is the history of China 
in 1947-49; it is the history of Cuba in 1958-9, 
One of the m ost serious problem s that the State 
D epartm ent m ust deal with is the constant m enace 
to it of hom osexuals who hav e found em ploym ent in 
gov ernm ent. 
It 
is extrem ely 
difficult to discov er 
w hether a person is a homosexual or not. 
The screen­ 
ing of prospectiv e em ployees does not alw ays bring 
out the one fact that so often im perils the D epartm ent. 
For instance, when in the State D epartm ent or in the 
British Foreign Office there hav e been defectors to 
Sov iet Russia, all the av ailable ev idence points to 
hom osexuality. 
Because a homosexual m ale or fem ale is subject 
to blackm ail, and since blackm ail is practiced, par­ 
ticularly on indiv iduals who hav e to do with codes or 
files, this m atter is of great im portance. 
It is cited 
here only because the m anagem ent of the State De- . 
partm cnt is a difficult one. requiring constant v igilance, 
especially as regards hum an weakness. 
To perm it 
a m an whose m other was Cuban to handle the Cuban 
Desk, for instance, is an error of m anagem ent which 
is unforgiv able. 


When John Kennedy announces who will be 
Secretary of State, it will be possible to recognize 
w hether he will run an efficient or a political or­ 
ganization. 
Som etim es, it is possible to combine 
0 
com petence and politics in one person - - not too 
^ 
often, howev er. 
This Is the telling appointm ent. 


Such appointm ents, in this country, arc personal 
with the President, 
That is not true in G reat Britain, 
for instance, where the Foreign M inister is usually 
elected to the House of Commons. 
‘The present one 
is in the House of Lords.» 
He is a public official in 
his own right. 
He rem ains a m em ber of P arliam ent 
ev en if he ceases to be the Foreign M inister. 
He is 
also a m em ber of a party which has a v oice in the 
conduct of its party’s leaders. 
None of this is true 
in the United States. 
The Secretary of State is a 
personal appointee of the President who can dism iss 
him at will. 
He need not be a m em ber of the P resi­ 
dent’s party. 
He need hav e no experience. 
He need 
not be effectiv e. He need only hav e the confidence of 
the President and the confirm ation of the Senate.

Vir­ 
tually all the adm inistration's top 
policy m akers and experienced 
officials m ust begin to pack their 
hags. Their interest now turns to 
their priv ate affairs. The workload 
IS going to be somebody clse's 
responsibility in a few- weeks any- 
w ay. 
As for the knowledge and ex­ 
perience accum ulated in nearly 
eight years of serv ice, these are 
to be tossed aw ay as a new per­ 
sonnel lakes ov er and starts to 
learn w hat it is all about. 
Senator Kennedy is a conscien­ 
tious indiv idual, who will try to 
m ake a good President. But he 
m ust learn 
first 
the 
intim ate 
background of public affairs. This 
takes not a few weeks but m any 
m onths and perhaps years. It’s 
a high price for the nation to pay.

any tim e, or a new legislature 
can be elected. A perm anent per­ 
sonnel, known as the “ career ser­ 
v ice." functions continuously in 
high posts irrespectiv e of the par­ 
ty in power.

smooth and effectiv e in the short­ 
est possible tim e. 
It isn’t a perfect system , and 
the A m erican people could doubt­ 
less im prov e upon it with c er­ 
tain safeguards.

will of the people. 
Thus, when an A m erican P resi­ 
dent is elected, he can m ake ser­ 
ious blunders but he cannot be 
ousted for four years except by 
the im peachm ent process.

Woodrow Wilson was asked his 
v iews on the then proposed Con-

form . Mr. Wilson wrote a letter 
to Congress 
in 
which 
he 
said 
rightly that four years is often

m ight desire. He hinted then that 
the United States might som eday 
com e to some form of responsible 
gov ernm ent by Cabinet, which, of 
course, describes the parliam en­ 
ta ry system .

O FF THE RECORD — W hen a 
gov ernm ent 
official

W ashington repo rters and m ost 
new sm en in other parts of the 
country usually respect the re­ 
quest because it is the only m eans 
for them to c^tain straig ht infor­ 
m ation on a new s dev elopm ent, 
which, ev en though it c an ’t he 
printed, m ay keep them from pub­ 
lishing e rro rs or distortions 
We rem em ber som e flag ran t 
and som e innocent v iolations of 


confidence. One outstanding one 
concerned the rem ark.s of a U. S. 
official a t the United N ations or­ 
ganizing conference in Saa F ra n ­ 
cisco in 1945. He went “off the 
reco rd ” at 
a press conference 
only to find his rem ark s printed in 
toto in a local new spaper with the 
repo rter faithfully reporting tha t 
they w ere m ade “ off the reco rd .” 
A Louisiana politician recently 
had som e things to say “ off the 
re c o rd ” He said them to a g ath­ 
ering of about 200 persons, m any 
not profeSv sional journalists. And 
he specified; “ If this is used, and 
I hope it is not. m ake su re Vi>u 
say that it wa.s off the record and 
not for publication.”

# And Russian Trade 


In the midst of the continuing discussion 
about this country’s lagging foreign exchange, 
the Commerce Department has come up with 
figures showing the balance of trade with Russia 
is favorable for the first time since 1947. Soar­ 
ing 
purchases of all types of goods in 
this 
country by the Soviet this year have climbed 
even faster since the summit collapse. 


Tightening of importations from the Soviet 
Union and an expanded list of goods which may 
be sold to Communist governm ents have made 
the outflow of goods from the United States in 
the first nine months of this year greater than 
all the sales to Russia in the last three years 
combined. At the same time a more liberal list 
of “non-strategic” machinery and materials for 
export was being adopted, import contracts for 
such items as Russian automobiles previously 
agreed to were canceled 


The growing attraction of American goods 
to Soviet buyers is important in many ways. It 
proves there is a shortage of important com m odi­ 
ties in the Soviet Union which had previously 
been supposed to be plentiful. 
It also dem on­ 
strates a Russian eagerness for American quality 
despite a running international cold war. 
And 
Russian ability to pay for these goods is in itself 
an indication that many of the dollars flowing 
to Europe and Asia via piplines of the American 
exchange deficit and governm ent aid programs 
are filtering through to Moscow— probably also 
through the trade routes. 
Russia's grow ing purchases of goods marked 
‘ made in U. S A.” evoke a paradox of feelings in 
the average person. It is gratifying to Enow that 
the United S‘ates is making a small recovery— 
from the en em y’s camp— of the current $3 to $4 
billion annual unfavorable balance. 
But is the 
price worth it? The machinery now being ship­ 
ped to Russia, along with other scarce materials, 
is considered of more value to the Communist 
cause by the Kremlin than U. S. financial diffi­ 
culties. Perhaps the list of “non-strategic” goods 
Russia is permitted to buy in the U. S. should 
be re-examined.

The Risks Of Our System Of Government 


These Days 


By George E. Sokolsky 


The Secretary Of State 


As soon as it was clear that John Kennedy was 
elected, the question began to be debated as to who 
would be the next Secretary of State. 
Many names 
were 
mentioned: 
Chester 
Bowles. 
Adiaj 
Stevenson, 
Eugene Black, Senator Fulbright, and so on 
No one 
had a lead because the Candidate had enough trouble 
to get himself elected and if be runs true to form, he 
has made no commitments and no promises, particu­ 
larly as to Cabinet posts. 


It will tic possible to have a fairly clear picture 
of the nature and structure of the Kennedy Adminis- 
tratinn after he has announced his appointm ents of 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of Defense and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
If. for instance, he 
appoints a weak Secretary of State, 
it will he 
obvious 
that 
Kennedy, 
as 
President, 
m eans 
to 
m anage his own foreign affairs. 
Roosevelt had 
Cordell Hull as his Secretary of State because he 
wanted to handle these problem s him self. President 
Truman had a strong man in office, Dean Acheson. 
President Eisenhower had a strong man in John 
T osier Dulles and a weak man in Christian fierier. 
D ulles rap the State Departm ent as though the 
President did not exist. 
Acheson accepted more 
attacks 
than 
any 
Secretary 
of 
State 
in 
many 
decades; he would today he w elcom ed by mans of 
those who attacked him. 
If the President means to conduct his own foreign 


policy, nothing can stop him. 
The Secretary of State 
then becomes the head technician of a bureaucracy 
with very little initiative. 
In the days of John Hay, 
Eiihu Root and Charles Evans Hughes, this made little 
difference. 
The bureaucracy was small and controlled 
by patriotic motives and a Secretary’ could depend upon 
his subordinates. 
Today, the State Department is a vast bureaucratic 
organization where it is possible for Deskmen to form 
policy as a result of day-by-day operations 
We lost 
Cuba because of improprieties down on the Desk level 
sn the State Department. 
By the time that a weak 
Secretary of State or a strong President can recognize 
what has been done, the United States is faced by a 
miserable fait accompli. 
That is the history of China 
in 1947-49; it is the history of Cuba in 1958-9. 


One of the most serious problems that the State 
Department must deal with is the constant menace 
to it of homosexuals who have found employment rn 
government. 
It 
is extremely 
difficult to discover 
whether a person is a homosexual or not. 
The screen­ 
ing of prospective employees does not always bring 
out the one fact that so often imperils the Department. 
For instance, when in the State Department or in the 
British Foreign Office there have been defectors to 
Soviet Russia, all the available evidence points to 
homosexuality. 
Because a homosexual male or female is subject 
to blackmail, and since blackmail is practiced, par­ 
ticularly on individuals who have to do with codes or 
files, this matter is of great importance. 
It is cited 
here only because the management of the State D e-, 
partmcnt is a difficult one. requiring constant vigilance, 
especially as regards human weakness. 
To permit 
a man whose mother was Cuban to handle the Cuban 
Desk, for instance, is an error of management which 
is unforgivable. 


When John 
Kennedy announces who will he 
Secretary of State, it will be possible to recognize 
whether he will run an efficient or a political or­ 
ganization. 
Som etim es, it is possible to com bine 
com petence and politics in one person — not too 
often, however. 
This is the telling appointment. 


Such appointments, in this country, are personal 
with the President. 
That is not true in Great Britain, 
for instance, where the Foreign Minister is usually 
elected to the House of Commons. 
'The present one 
is in the House of Lords * 
He is a public official in 
his own right. 
He remains a member of Parliament 
even if he ceases to be the Foreign Minister. 
He is 
also a member of a party which has a voice in the 
conduct of its party’s leaders. 
None of this is true 
in the United States. 
The Secretary of State is a 
personal appointee of the President who can dismiss 
him at will. 
He need not he a member of the Presi­ 
dent's party. 
He need have no experience. 
He need 
not be effective. He need only have the confidence of 
the President and the confirmation of the Senate. 
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WASHINGTON - Do the Amer­ 
ican people have the faintest idea 
of what they have done to their 
government by their votes on elec­ 
tion day!* Do they know the dan­ 
gers and even possible tragedy 
of transition in government as 
one 
administration 
takes 
over 
from another? 
Someday the American people 
ought to be told the whole truth 
so they 
will 
be 
persuaded 
to 
change the present system, which 
is antiquated and ill suited for 
a nuclear age. 
What better time, for instance, 
for a foreign government to be­ 
gin playing with fire and to pre­ 
cipitate a crisis than today? Vir­ 
tually all the administration’s top 
policy 
makers and experienced 
officials must begin to pack their 
bags. Their interest now turns to 
their private affairs. The workload 
is going to be somebody else s 
responsibility in a few- weeks any- 
w ay. 
As for the knowledge and ex­ 
perience accumulated in nearly 
eight years of service, these are 
to be tossed away as a new per­ 
sonnel takes over and starts to 
learn what it is all about. 
Senator Kennedy is a conscien­ 
tious individual, who will try to 
make a good President. But he 
must learn 
first 
the 
intimate 
background of public affairs. This 
takes not a few weeks but many 
months and perhaps years. Ifs 
a high price for the nation to pay. 
Is there some other way? The 
British and many other English- 
speaking countries have a better 
system. It is called the “parlia­ 
mentary” system. It requires the 
electorate to pick in an election 
their representatives in the na­ 
tional legislature, and these rep­ 
resentatives select the leader who 
becomes responsible for the ex­ 
ecutive as well as the legislative 
branches of the government. 
If the party in power makes 
mistakes and loses the confidence

of the people, it can be ousted at 


any time, or a new- legislature 


can be elected. A permanent per­ 


sonnel, known as the “career ser­ 
vice.” functions continuously in 
high posts irrespective of the par­ 
ty in power. Thus is continuity 
assured 
and 
transition 
made 
smooth and effective in the short­ 
est possible time. 
It isn t a perfect system, and 
the American people could doubt­ 
less improve upon it with cer­ 
tain safeguards. But it is a demo­ 
cratic system and one that is 
immediately 
responsive 
to 
the 
will of the people. 
Thus, when an American Presi­ 
dent is elected, he can make ser­ 
ious blunders but he cannot be 
ousted for four years except by 
the impeachment process. This is 
a long time in modern govern­ 


ment. Back in 1913, just before 
his inauguration, 
President-elect 


Woodrow Wilson was asked his 


views on the then proposed Con­ 


stitutional 
amendment 
limiting 
a President to a single term of 
six years as recommended in the 
1912 
Democratic 
national 
plat­ 
form. Mr. Wilson wrote a letter 
to Congress 
in which he 
said 
rightly that four years is often 
too long a time before the nation 
can 
get 
a 
new President 
and 
som etim es too short a time to 
give to a man who has initialed 
a reform program that the people 
might desire. He hinted then that 
the United States might someday 
come to some form of responsible 
government by Cabinet, which, of 
course, describes the parliamen­ 
tary system. 
This writer has always opposed

OEF THE RECORD - When a 


government 
official 
or 
public 


personality desires to explain a 
situation to reporters but doesn't 


want it printed for obvious rea­ 
sons. he usually requests that his 
remarks be kept “off the record.” 
Washington reporters and most 
newsmen in other parts of the 
country usually respect the re­ 
quest because it is the only means 
for them to obtain straight infor­ 
mation on a news development, 
which, even though it can’t be 
printed, may keep them from pub­ 
lishing errors or distortions 
We remember som e flagrant 
and some innocent violations of 


confidence. One outstanding one 
concerned the remarks of a U. S. 
official at the United Nations or­ 
ganizing conference in baa Fran­ 
cisco in 1945. Hr went “off the 
record” at 
a press conference 
only to find his remarks printed in 
toto in a local newspaper with the 
reporter faithfully reporting that 
they were made “off the record.” 
A Louisiana politician recently 
had som e things to say “off the 
record ” He said them to a gath­ 
ering of about 200 persons, many 
not professional journalists. And 
he specified; “ If this is used, and 
I hope it is not. make sure you 
spy that it was of/ the record and 
not for publication ” 


the two-term limitation for Presi­ 
dential tenure and has contended 
that no limit should tie placed on

Certainly there is need to study

Search parties entered the rug­ 
ged mountain area Monday night 
A spokesman said he thought 
Bell may have lived through the 
crash and wandered away and 
died. or may have fallen out of 
the plane after it caught fire in 
flight.
